DIFFERENCE IN OPINION

was a bit too strenuous in his argu 
ment, that he did not reflect the view 
point of the president and secretary 
of state.

religious laws are amended • or

The woman maintains that her husband 
con- 


tracted hi? last illness while on duty fighting: a 


She asserts that the hose burst and he caught 


his death of cold by getting dripping wet and con- 
tinuing on duty in his wet clothing the rest of the 
night. From this severe cold, she maintains, the 
flu developed. 
The authorities administering the pension fund 


hold that there is nothing in the records to show 
that the fireman died from any other than natural 
causes, and the law governing the pension 
fund 


provides pensions 'only for widows of men killed or 
men who have died from Injuries received in the 
performance of duty. 


On the question of whether a wetting 
from a 


burst hose constitutes an Injury. I am not qualified 
to testify. 
But I am qualified to testify that no such wetting 


could kill a fireman or even make him sick. 


No such wetting could make even me sick—and 


I am not at all accustomed to getting my body wet. 
I am strong for the dry cleaning method and 
I 


don't like wet water on my skin. I can further tes- 
tify that lots of folks who wallow and soak and al- 
most macerate in vast tubs of water every flay or 
even twice in the same day, are just as strone as 
I am «i even- way. 


The fireman apparently contracted influenza or 


pneumonia and succumbed. Well, that 
probably 


was no fault of his: somebody handed it to him. 
perhaps while on duty, andj he just went home and 
died, even as you or I. It seems pretty mean and 
small and unreasonable and unfair for the author- 
ities to quibble about handing the fireman's widow 
her poor -pittance, anyhow. If the illness was no 
fault of the man's, why rob his widow of the pen- 
sion to which she is entitled? If the fireman met 
his death through some negligence or misconduct 
or fault of his own. it would be fair enough to deny 
the pension. These pension funds and sick insur- 
ance outfits and lodge death benefits are so full of 
tricky little dodge hole* that the person responsible 
for them ought to be ashamed to acknowledged 
their official responsibility. They must be a lot of 
darn mean men, no matter who provides the funds. 
A man who consents to serve in any official or ad- 
ministrative capacity like that deserves the stigma 
of R. W. O.—Robber of Widows and Orphans He 
serves for the petty pay he gets out of It. not for 
honor, for there Is no honor among the R. W. O. 


Many cases occur in the courts, where similar 


claims are set up. pneumonia or some other seri- 
ous or fatal illness from exposure to cold or wet. 
Of course there is no scientific evidence to support 
such a fancy. But as a rule the court feels compe- 
tent to decide the trifling question without much 
consideration for medical evidence. Indeed, so far 
as I know the question of whether exposure to cold 
or wet can really cause any disease has never been 
definitely raised in court. The-courts ordinarily as- 
sume that the fact, for the purposes of the court 
seems to be whatever notion pleases the court. 


Attorneys are not very alert when this question 


arises.

Teams Show Ability to Haul 


Loads When Tested by 
New Contrivance 


L'slnp an apparatus immediately 


christened a horse o-meter by the on- 
lookcis. Uat more formally krowi to 
the University Agricultural Experi- 
ment Division stations as a dyno- 
meter. several horse team pullins con- 
tests were staged as one of the clos 
ing events at the Seymour Fair on 
Thursday afternoon. 


The contrivance requires a series of 


•weights which are seared into a small 
truck: the team is hitched to the truck 
and when a team is pulling at the 
•weight capacity the brakes are auto- 
matically lifted out of gear mesh and 
the automobile moves forward. 


If the horses stall in the tost the 


gears automatically remesh and the 
car is stopped, or if the weight is 
beyond the pulling capacity of the 
team the machine remains stationary.
